Brief Submitted 
To Ottawa's DVA 
By Vets Society 

Red-White Society 
Will Sponsor a Dance 
In Aid of the Drive 



The McGill University Student 
Veteran Society has submitted a 
brief on the financial problems of 
veterans prevailing at this time, to 
the Special Committee on Veterans 
Affairs of the House of Commons. 

The brief recommended that the 
basic living allowance be increased 
to $90.00 per month for single vet- 
erans and to $140.00 per month for 
married I veterans. 

The Veteran Society decided that 
Uicre was a need for more exact 
figures on the student veteran sit- 
uation to aid the Committee on 
Veterans Affairs, which it at pres- 
ent engaged in an investigation on 
the student veteran financial prob- 
lem. 

An investigation and survey just 
completed of the veterans attending 
McGill reveals that a single vet- 
eran needs $101.16 to cover bare 
essentials, while a married veteran 
needs $151.93 per month. At pres- 
ent a single veteran received ar. 
average of $60.77 a month, and a 
married . veteran with no depen- 
dents gets an average of $80.09. This 
leaves a deficit of $63.18 and $72.49 
respectively, which is covered up 
by drawing on gratuities. The brief 
states that 79.8 per cent, of the vet- 
erans attending McGill would not 
be able to complete their ' courses 
If they were solely dependent on 
their present grants. 

Financial or housing difficulties 
have seriously hindered the studies 
of 15.770 of the veterans, and 23.4% 
have had their attitude towards 
tbclr studies changed due to the 
aforententioned difficulties, the 
brief continues: 

Since the reason that the country 
has seen fit to send these men to 
University is to give them the best 
professional and technical training 
available for the ultimate benefit 
of the country, a student veteran's 
first Interest should be, in return, 
his studies. With any amount ol 
part time work the student sees im- 
mediate tangible results for his 
efforts. His studies become second- 
ary, as their benefits arc long rang- 
ed and not Inunediately apparent. 
Therefore the initial purpose of 
Veterans University Training is 
defeated. 

The brief gives the average cost 
of bare essentials of the married 
and single veteran per month. This 
includes such Items as medical and 
dental care, which is $4.40 for a 

single man and $11.02 for a mar- 
irled man. Clothing expenses come 
to SlO.Bfl and $14.59 respectively, 
while a single msn pays $31.33 a 
month for room and board, and a 
married veteran pays $88.92 for

Fee Cuts Offered 
If Rooms Shared 



The Board of Governors of Mc- 
Gill University, after the December 
12 meeting, announced that arrange- 
ments have now been completed for 
the opening of new classes at Daw- 
son College on January 7, 1946. 
These classes are specially arrang- 
ed for veterans who have been de- 
mobilized from the armed services 
since the opening of the regular 
session last October, and will make 
it possible for students in First 
Year B.Sc. or First Year B. Eng. to 
complete the required work for the 
session by the end of August so that 
they may enter regular Second 
Year courses next autumn. 

No specfial courses arc being 
arranged for B.Sc. or B. Eng. stu- 
dents who desire to enter courses 
of the Upper Years on the McGill 
College Campus but, after a careful 
consideration of the individual's 
previous academic record and other 
relevant circumstances, such stu- 
dents may be admitted either lo 
advanced standing or for refresher 
courses. 

In order to provide residential 
sccommodallon lor these new stu- 
dents at Dawson College the Uni- 
versity has taken over several ad- 
ditional buildings, from the neigh- 
bouring R.C.A.F. station.

In Russia, the scenes of which he 
later depicted in his paintings and 
drawings.- He completed a course 
under Professor Constandl at the 
Imperial Art School, and then en- 
tered the Ecole Des Arts Décora- 
tives in Paris. Throughout his ex- 
tensive travels and his years ot 
study, he observed everywhere, 
people in all walks of life, suffer- 
ing, downtrodden, and yet with a 
blind optimism in their outlook for 
the future. These he painted, tome 
in black and white, and others in 
oils and water colours. Among the 
better known oties to be exhibited 
here, are "Refugèe" and "Book- 
worm" in black and white, and 
"Isaiah" and "Lonely Road" In 
colour. 

Saul Rablnos works hang in tho 
Washington, D.C.. Library of Con- 
gress, and In the Los Angeles Pub. 
Uc Library. He has exhibited his 
pictures in Paris, New York, Mont- 
real, in the Los Angeles Museum 
of Art, in the San Diego Art Gal- 
lery, and In the Palace of the Le- 
gion ot Honour in San Francisco. 
Critics' of the Hew York Post refer 
to Mr. Rabino as "disclosing the

It must be said 
that she seemed to overact lier 
part, but in view of lis nature she 
could hardly help It. She carried 
the play from beginning to end and 
brought more dignity to her role 
than any of the other acton man 
iged to do. 

Among the male characters, Da- 
vid MacCailan gave his lines well, 
but was somewhat stiff In his act- 
ing. Again this was partly the fault 
of the play, since the dialogue left 
room for little movement of any 
kind. 

Art Bird, as the nameless man. 
seemed in cases Incapable of re 
solving some of the inanties of his 
role into ncctplabllity. but for the 
rest his acting was on a par with 
that ot the other mernbers ot the 
cast. 

John Drechsler turned In one of 
the best performances ot the play. 
He carried his part naturally, and 

managed better than the others lo 
resist the strong temptation to 
stiffness which the lines held out 
to him. 

Rosemary Pàlln also managed to 
be convincing, and hers was ob- 
viously the best part of the play, in 
that it was the least static. 

John Monk, as the minisler, 
Ecemed to be concentrating on 
throwing his voice to the audience, 
but he did not forget his role mean- 
while. 

It would need actors who excel- 
led at melodrama to give even a 
creditable performance of this play. 
This effort (for that is the term 
most applicable) did tho. Players' 
Club ample credll, but It could not 
have been called a success.

IN OUR OPINION 

The most striking news to come out of college circles in the 
past few weeks has been the banding of eight American univer- 
sities—Brown, Columbia, Cornell, Dartmouth, Harvard, Pennsylvania, 
Princeton and Yale— into .the Ivy League. These colleges have 
agreed to abolish athletic scholarships and to prevent professional 
athletes from participating in College sports. Moreover, they have 
decided to stop scheduling games with universities which continue 
the practice. 

Overtures have been made to Army and Navy, long known for 
their de-emphasis on athletic scholarships yet still the two most 
powerful teams in the U.S.A., to Join the Union. It is felt that these 
ten schools of 'higher learning' could and would, if they played 
them, defeat teams in the midwestem 'Big Ten', where athletic 
commercialism is still rampant. 

This new system will in the long run be of great importance 
to Canadian athletics. In football some of the- best local talent in- 
cluding D'Arcy Quinn, Buck McLcod and Tommy Manastersky have 
been or will be sent to North Carolina U. through the work of some 
of the local sporting (?) gentry (!). Holy Cross and Minneiota are 
other talent seekers par excellence. 

In hockey this year Minnesota lured the nucleus of the Manitoba 
University hockey team away, while McGill has lost the Macken 
brothers, star tennis players, to William and Mary, via the athletic 
scholarship route. All In all Canada is becoming a fertile ground 
for sporting talent, as was evidenced by the baseball scouts here- 
abouts during the summer, but our best players are being taken 
away and Americanized. 

Our hearty congratulations arc therefore extended to these 
American Colleges, who realize that sports are not THE ONLY 
THING at college and now perhaps others will be shamed into 
following. Maybe too these students, who believe foreign fields 
are greener, will find all the athletic facilities required right here 
at home. Canadians may be proud in that her universities, observ- 
ing CIAU rules, have NEVER offered athletic scholarships. The 
United States or at least the universities that specialize in education 
have learned their lesson.

In the case of single men will be 
rcTiuced, on January 1, 1B46. to the 
following figures: 

One, two or three men to a rçom, 
$45 per month. 

More than three men to a room. 
$39 per month. 

These rales include all meals 
throughout the week, as well as res- 
idence accommodation. 

In the case of married students, 
the rates will remain at the fig- 
ures already in effect, viz., $70 a 
month for a husband and wife, or 
$80 for husband, wife and one child 
In a two room suite, with all meals 
Included. 

It was pointed out by Dr. F. 
Cyril James, the Principal and 
Vice-Chancellor, that these new 
rates do not fully cover the esti- 
mated cost of operating the resi- 
dential section of Dawson College 
bût the reduction has been made in 
the expectation that, after allow- 
ance is made for a further influx 
of students, in June, the income 
(or the whole year should approxi- 
mate the aggregate expenditures 
that arc envisaged. 

He also took occasion to contra- 
dict emphatically the rumour which 
has gained credence in some circles 
that the University expects lo fall 
a largo proportion of the First Year 
students in order that the Upper 
Classes on the McGill College Cam- 
pus may not be overcrowded. 

"It should be dearly understood," 
said Dr. James, "that the examina- 
tion standards will be the same this 
year as they have been in the past. 
Every student who meets the tra- 
ditional standard will find a place 
waiting for him in the Upper Year 
classes of h^s chosen course, and 
from the splendid ac^dejnie rec- 
ords of the ex-service students who 
came to McGill a year ago, it is 
apparent that all our classes will 
be much larger than theyvhave 
ever been.- 

'Some congestion is inevitable 
during the years that He ahead, 
but steps have already been taken 
lo minimize that congestion by 
Urging some of the University 
buildings and rearranging the time 
table In a manner that .provides 
for the optimism use of all of our 
facilities. 

"No student will be prevented 
from winning his degree by lack 
of space or scientific facilities. I 
know that all students will accept 
without complaint the minor in- 
conveniences resulting from the in- 
escapable congestion and arrange 
ment of classes, and I look forward 
to future Convocations in which 
the roster of graduates will be as 
large as the present First Year 
classes."

No student, after having received 
medical attention as a result of sick- 
ness or injury, shall resume partici- 
pation in University activities un- 
til the University Medical Officer 
declares him At. 

Partial students are not entitled 
to the above services. No dental 
treatment is supplied by the Uni- 
versity and the benefits of the ser- 
vice arc available only to those 
students whose illness, or other con- 
ditions requiring hospitalization, 
were not present or were unknown 
or undetected at the, time of admis- 
sion. 

The University will not be re- 
sponsible for damages of any kind 
resulting from accidents or athletic 
injuries which may occur and wiil 
not be responsible for the medical 
or hospital expenses incurred by 
any person suffering an accident or 
athletic injury: if however, in any 
such case, a recommendation to 
that effect is made in writing by 
the Department of Physical Educa 
tion, but not otherwise, the Unlver 
sity may pay the whole or such 
portion of the medical or hospital 
expenses as shall be covered by 
such written recommendation. All 
cases of athletic injury requiring 
medical treatment or hospital ac- 
commodation must be reported im- 
mediately to the Director or . the 
University Medical Officer. In cases 
of emergency, the Royal Victoria 
Hospital or the Montreal General 
Hospital will accept cases but these 
must be reported to the Depart- 
ment of Physical Education as well 
as to the Athletics Manager within 
forty-eight hours.
